Carter has liis horses n**arer n*ad.v. too, than 
might Ik* «*xp*‘*-ted. se**ing that zero weather ami 
worse visiteil the I*i**<lmont section of Virginia in 
January and February. There is a tanhurk track. 
s«*vi*n or eight laps to the mile, at Oak Ridge, ami 
Carter has l>een busy on it since the first of th*? 
year. While it is iinprohahle that Carter may lie 
as read.v when the races begin at Norfolk as some 
of the trainers who (•••me froni Soiitli Carolina, never- 
theless his charges will be fitter than any that win- 
ter»*»l in this hx*ality and alwuit Baltimore and Wash- 
iiigt«m. and vastl.v fresher than the majority of 
tliose that come from Charleston. 

Tlie Ryan thrt‘e-year-olds Im'lude Wondawhy and 
Belle Nel.*xjn. both of which were winners last 
V4*ar. Itelle Nelsoa. easil.v is the lietter looker of 
the pair. Slie ha.s. indeed, the conformation and 
weight of a stud horse, ami inasmuch as she slmweil 
at Pimli <‘0 last fall •piite .as niiicli quality as Won- 
dawh.v <lispla.vcd in Keiituck.v during the suinnier, 
discriminating students of ff*rm exp<‘ct lier to turn 
out the better three-year-old. Belle Nels<»n has 
a pair iif splendidl.v nius<*led shoulders and a short, 
stunl.v hack designed for nothing if not for weight 
carrying. Moreover, slie is strong across the loins 
and symmetricall.v quartered. Neither of tlwse fil- 
lies has had trouble with legs or feet, and there is 
every indi**ation that they will train soundl.v. 

Daingertield, a son of Dolce Far Niente and 
Clierr.v Wild, and Bell*‘ Hampton, a daughter of 
A’orkshln* T.ad and Del*ater. are the other Ryan 
thre(*-year-ol<Is, and if Daingerfield continues to im- 
prove. as he did in Decemlier and January, he is apt 
to develop high ahilit.v as a stayer. When Dainger- 
fi**hl won a maiden race at seven furlongs at Nor- 
f*dk last fall he was rather t«x> light all over to 
he ctilled a preposs«*ssing youngster. But Carter 
protesti'd tliat he would improve, and the young 
trainer’s exix'ctations have not been disappointed. 
Daingerfield is getting to be a big horse all over, 
ami gives every indi(Mition of coming earl.v to hanil. 

Through Cherr.v Wild Daingerfield gets blood 
whieh made Morello. Delhi and Astronomer first- 
class rac(» hors<*s. Chcriy Wild is lndc«*d as valuable 
a man* as Mr. Ryan ownii, ami perhaps it was a 
kn<iwlc*lge of Major Daingerfield’s weakness for the 
hloo<l of the family of Morello and Delhi whidi 
pr<mipt«*d the master of Oak Ridge to call her son 
I)aingcrtie1d.

Magazine Alone Saves the Followers of Favorites 
from a Waterloo—Console Takes John Fur- 
long’s Measure in Selling Handicap. 



Charleston, S. C., March 29.— Magazine, at ndds- 
on, was the only successful lav*>ritu to take a purse 
at Palmetto Park this ufterno«>u. Chang«*d ira**k 
conditions, due to hi*avy rain which fell this iiiuin- 
ing. served to puzzle tlie public and hronglit about 
upsets in form calculations. Th<* gn atest •lisapiMiiiit- 
meuts came in the early races, in wliich Frank Hu*l- 
s*m ami .Morristown were decisively beaten. The 
first named was regarded as alsuit Ihe best betting 
proiKJsition of the afternoon. He was at nil tim*-s 
h(*ld safe by Flabbergast. Eleven of those canled 
declined the issue in the third race, and on pap«*r 
the issue lo*>ked to be b**tween Morristown and 
Lniou Jack. Tlie former was hai'kial with coiiri- 
denct*. hut in the running he was never seriously 
prominent, jix*key Martin giving liim a weak ride 
and getting Inni cut off frequently. Union Ja<*k’s 
.sliowing in the race was also mm*h lx*h»w liis fmiiier 
good efforts, but it was explained by an injury sus- 
tained at the iM>st, wlioii Suffragist kiekeil him. TIu* 
purse went to .Mlndim-tte, entirely overl*K»ked at 
(Mhls of 10 to 1, Suffragist taking s**<*tui*l iii**iiev 
with the 100 to 1 shot. Working Lad, in thiril 
pla**e. 

The selling handicap at one mile and an eiglitli 
went to Console, staunchly hacked liv his coiuiee 
lions, with John Furliuig, the favorite, in se«*uml 
pl:u*e. The* latter weakened after looiiiing up as Ih** 
lik**ly winner when rmmding into the stretch. 

General Manager Francis J. I*ons annouiieed t*xlav 
that it was ids intention to disjtrllmte live stalliiuis 
about the state, with the idea of improving lh«* 
breed of hors«*s in .South Carolina, Tliese horses 
will b(^ placed with farmers with the iinderstandiiig 
that they shall serve fiftt*<m mares in tlieir resix***- 
tive l(x*alities free. Mr. Pons has already seeiin**! 
Raleigh L*. D.. L.'uiigan and RiHrkeastle. 

Catesby Wtxxlford of I*aris, Ky.. who is racing 
one of the biggest stables here, arrived last uiglii; 
and will probably remain until after the running .»f 
the l^almetto Derby, for wliich he will probably fii*- 
uish the favorite in the .Star Shoot eolt Soiiuda. 

The seiiiug race war which has be(*n slumbering 
during the past few days, broke out afresh this 
aft**riioou. wh*‘u several of the winners were a*l- 
vanced.
